Download a GBA BIOS (Boot ROM), found on the emulation wiki. 
Download the latest build of Dolphin. 
Extract the contents, then open Dolphin.exe 


Go into Config — Paths and click Add to find the folder with your Colosseum/XD ROM 
dump. 
Go into Config — Gamecube and make sure the BIOS under GBA Settings points to your 
GBA BIOS. 
- Make sure the Port 2 ROM points to your Ruby, Sapphire, Emerald, FireRed & 
LeafGreen ROM. 
- Make sure Saves points to your Ruby, Sapphire, Emerald, FireRed & LeafGreen 
saves. 
- You need to rename your save to have -2 at the end of it in order for this 
process to work. 


- Pokemon Ruby-2.sav as an example 
Go into Controllers — Port 1 and set it to your main controller. Then, configure your 
Gamecube controls. 
Go into Controllers — Port 2 and set it to GBA Integrated. Then, configure your GBA 
controls. 
Boot up Pokemon Colosseum or XD: Gale of Darkness. 


When in-game, you can Right-click the GBA emulator window to change various options. 
To connect the games when prompted: 
You must save in a Pokemon Center, right-click the emulator and hit Reset.
